Washington—President Coolidge will 


sign the Watson-Parker railroad bill 
under protest. This means that he be- 
lieves the presidential veto should not 
be Interposed to prevent an experi- 
ment in the handling of: railroad dis- 
putes but if the experiment is unsuc- 
cessful he will feel free to recommend 
an amendment such as Senator Curtis 
of Kansas, Republican leader, tried to 
get the senate to adopt. 
It will give the president, therefore, 


more leverage over the railroads and 
their employes if they should get into 
a tangle than he might have had if he 
wholeheartedly approved of the Wat- 
son-Parker bill. It puts the responsi- 
bility on the railroad executives and 
the railway labor unions for making 
the new law work successfully. 


NOT FAIR TO PUBLIC 
The 'president's objection tq the bill 


is that in abolishing the Railroad La- 
bor board, the new bill permits two 
parties to transportation controversies 
—namely the railroads^and -Jneir em^ 
ployes—to niske agreements' affectmg 
the public interest or to engage in pro- 
longed .disputes disturbing transporta- 
tion without, giving the third group, 
the "public, an opportunity to present 
its case formally as was the practice 
before the Railroad l^abor brtrd. What 
•Henry Allen of Kansas has termed the 
"party of the third part" has been 
eliminated from the 
Watson-Parker 


bill despite the efforts of Senator Cur- 
tis of Kansas and others to get such 
a provision inserted. 


The official spokesman of the Coo- 


lidge administration has made it clear 
at the White House that the Watson- 
Parker plan is not an administration 
matter and that no responsibility for 
it can be accepted. If, of course, the 
experiment works, the White House 
will be pleased and 
in the next Re- 


publican campaign textbook, it will be 
referred to as one 
of the 
achieve- 


ments of the Republican party. This 
was also the case when the Dawes- 
Young commission was sent to Europe. 
The administration disclaimed respon- 
sibility until the Dawes plan was hail- 
ed as a success whereupon the cam- 
paign textbook promptly pointed with 
pride to the part the Coolidge admin- 
istration had in bringing- the Dawcs 
plan into operation.

are guarding the bridges and lines of 
communication. 


Whether Marshal Pilsudski is lead- 


ing the revolt to install himself as dic- 
tator or merely is injecting- a military 
operation into the political situation to 
bring the left parties back into office 
is not yet clear. Beyond a statement 
sent out by the official Polish ap-ency, 
which claims that the government is 
master of. the situation, no direct, news 
has been received from Warsaw.'

bureau here quotes the Vos Gazette as

THE STRIKE SETTLEMENT 


There is no doubt, that the calling off of 


trie British general strike is a relief alike 
to the government and the Trades Union 


• t-ongress. 
Mistakes were made on each 


side, by the government in the manner in 
•which it terminated the coal subsidy. 
and by the Trades Union congress in be- 
ing maneuvered into a movement that 
' finally resolved itself into a revolution- 
ary measure. The leaders of the Trades 
"Unionists themselves are not revolution- 
farics. but are strong supporters of con- 
stitutional government, and never at any 
.'tune did they prosecute the strike mili- 


\ ' tantly. They were content to let it drift 


because they realized that aggressiveness 
•would mean an overwhelming alienation 


! of public support. While the strike pre- 
cipitated a very serious crisis, the govern- 
ment at all times was in control of the 
situation and would eventually have 
emerged the victor in a finished fight. 
There were some in responsible quarters 
who professed to fear a revolution, but 
their apprehensions were either imagin- 
ary or were expressed for political pur- 
poses. 


THe net result of the settlement is a 


partial 
victory for both sides. 
The 


Trades Union congress met the demands 
of the .government that the strike be 
call£<l off before it -would undertake to 
re-open negotiations for peaceful adjust- 
ment of the coal miners strike.

other hand, the government, as a basis of 
re-entering negotiations, has agreed to re- 
Jiew the coal subsidy temporarily.

ory is that domestic prices would be stab- 
ilized at world prices plus the tariff.

incurred in the selling of surpluses below 
the domestic price. 
The plan is to ad- 


vance this government assistance for two 
years, after which the farmers would as- 
sume the losses themselves. Since our ex- 
portable surpluses are relatively small 
and the bulk of nearly all our large crops 
is consumed in this country, it follows 
that if the plan worked the higher prices 
received at home would more than com- 
pensate the producers for losses on ex- 
ports, and would materially increase their 
returns. 


AVhile the Haugen bill does not fix 


prices directly, it is designed to accom- 
plish it indirectly. 
T-he objection to it 


by the president, and by extensive busi- 
ness interests which are opposing it. is 
that it is essentially a price-fixing mea- 
sure, and therefore uneconomic and un- 
sound. 


If agriculture can so organize as to cqn- 


troljts surpluses according to the planjojL. 
the Haugen bill or some similar plan, welf"'- 
and good, but the government, it is con- 
tended, should not be a party to it. This 
is. of course, a rather fine distinction! 
when we consider the fact that the pro- 
tective tariff is designed for exactly this 
purpose. 
It raises the prices of domestic 


products to the consumer, and permits 
the manufacturer to sell abroad at lower 
prices than he sells at home. A protec- 
tive tariff alone cannot do this for the 
farmer, because it is of no help in getting 
rid of surplus production, and so long as 
there is an unmarketed surplus, the do- 
mestic price is bound to sag. 


As for the voting to the farmers of the 


$375.000.000 appropriation provided 
for in the Haugen measure, it is quite as 
fair an^l legitimate as the subsidies of 
hundreds of millions of dollars annually 
given the manufacturers of the country by 
the tariff law.

medical authorities have estimated, 
from 


their general experience, that approximately 30 per 
cent of our entire population is syphilitic. 
When 


we consider 
how very 
frequently 
evidences 
ol 


syphilis manifest themselves in the best familie: 
and the finest people, judged by every standard, this 
estimate does not seem unreasonable. Then, too. we 
should not lose sight of the fact that in at leas' 
one-fourth of all cases of syphilis the disease is in 
nocently acquired and therefore carries no stigma. 


Syphilis is innocently acquired in various ways 


A child may have the disease at birth if either par- 
ent be syphilitic. A wife may contract the disease 
from her husband. A fellow worker may contract 
the disease from his syphilitic neighbor. A nurse 
may be infected in caring for a syphilitic patient. A 
dentist or a surgeon or a barber or a hair dresser 
ma}- become in.fected while working on a person 
.who has syphilis in the primary (chancer) or secon- 
dary (rash or mouth sores) stage. 


The hazard of innocent infection with syphilis is, 


however, so small, cxcev>t for these technical work- 
ers, that no one need ever worry about it. Ordinary

Any little scratch', abrasion, puncture or raw spot 


of course, affords a. possible point of inoculation, if 
one happens to come in contact with a person who 
lias syphilis. But no such break of the surface is 
necessary for the inoculation of syphilis if one kiss- 
es a person who has the disease in the secondary 
stage. 


At the point of inoculation, in every case of syph- 


lis. there develops a little hard sore, called the pri- 
mary sore or chancer (pronounced shanker). 
This 


develops perhaps a few weeks after infection. The 
appearance of any such sore fram two to six weeks 
after possible exposure should prompt the individual 
o seek medical opinion at once. 


But I repeat, the chance of such innocent infec- 


lon with syphilis is so remote that we should never 
worry about it. 


Even if it be one's fate to contract syphilis In. an 


accidental way, why. that is no insurmountable ea- 
amity. nowadays. It would mean a lot of trouble- 
some treatment for a few months, and an annual 
short course of "treatment for life, but there 
are 


some advantages even, in that, for it would bring 
me into reasonably close relationship should a. phy- 
ncian, and that relationship should fie employed to 
mprove erne's health standard.
